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OBITUARY 


NEWTON DIAS DOS SANTOS 

A short biography of N.D. dos SANTOS (bom: September 14, 1916, Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil; deceased: March 3, 1989, also in Rio de Janeiro; entomologist and 
educator, considered the Father of Brazilian Odonatology) is followed by a list of 
the new odonate taxa he described (4 gen., 49 spp., 1 ssp.) and by his odonatological 
bibliography (1941-1988; 127 titles). 

On March 3, 1989 Professor Newton Santos 
passed away at his home in Rio de Janeiro after 
an active life deeply devoted to research and 
teaching. 

NEWTON DIAS DOS SANTOS was bom in 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, on September 14,1916. In 
his 5th year at high school he became strongly 
motivated toward Natural History by a school 
teacher, who had the unusual habit of taking 
students for classes in the forests and bush in the 
vicinity of Rio de Janeiro. In 1934, he initiated his 
Natural History course at the University of the 
Distrito Federal, where he was introduced to 
entomology by the famous Brazilian zoologist 
Professor Lauro Travassos, who used to take 
the students for training in his own research 
laboratory at the Instituto Oswaldo Cruz. One year after his graduation in 
1938, and under the guidance of Travassos, Santos published his first scientific 
paper, a study of the euchromid genus Androcharta (Lepidoptera). In 1940, he 
graduated in Medicine at the University of Brazil and initiated his short-lived 
activities as a physician, maintaining a laboratory of clinicai analysis for two 
years. According to Professor Oswaldo Frota Pessoa, who was his colleague 
and associate in this laboratory, there was plenty of time for reading and studies 
in their favorite areas of biology and natural history, since they barely received 
one client a month. 

Following an invitation by one of the then leading zoologists, Rodolpho von

Ihering, to work at the newly created Experimental Fishery Station of Piras- 
sununga, he became aware of the problem of odonate predation on fish alevines, 
which aroused his interest in dragonflies, a subject to which he dedicated the rest 
of his life. In 1941, he published his first paper on Odonata, a description of the 
libellulid Zenithoptera lanei. 

In 1944, he was admitted to the Museu Nacional as a Naturalist. All his life was 
dedicated to this institution, where he was Director of the Zoologist Section 
(1944-1945); Director of the Education Section (1957-1959); Chief of the Natu¬ 
ralist Staff (1952-1959) and Director of the Museum (1961-1964). In recognition 
of his enormous contribution to the Museum, after his retirement in 1987, he was 
appointed Professor Emeritus of the Museu Nacional, an honourific title that he 
should have received in a ceremonial meeting of the Museum’s Congregation, 
which, unfortunately, he did not survive to attend. 

At the Museu Nacional, Santos 
found a smaH collection of 
Odonata identified by E.B. 

Williamson, which formed the 
basis for his initiation to dragonfly 
taxonomy. During 15 years his 
investigations were concentrated 
on libellulids in a series of 
important contributions especial- 
ly on Micrathyria. After 1956, his 
interest spread to other families 
and he published several papers, 
mainly on coenagrionids. Espe- 
cially relevant were his contribu¬ 
tions to the taxonomy and biology 
of the genus Leptagrion, pointing 
out for the first time the 
bromeliad-dwelling habits of its 
larvae. With a fellowship from the 
John S. Guggenheim Foundation, 
in 1959 and 1964, Santos visited 
the most important dragonfly 
collections of the United States Fig. 2. In Museu Nacional, Rio de Janeiro, dated 
and Europe with the special aim of about 1956. 
studying the types of Brazilian 

species, which enabled him to clarify many taxonomical controversies. In 1966, 
he initiated a series of important studies on the immature stages of Brazilian 
Odonata, which resulted in the description of the larvae of 35 species. 
Unfortunately, he did not survive to see his main contribution along this line of 
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research, a bibliographic catalogue of the larvae of the neotropical species, 
published in A cia amazônica. 

Although Santos’ contributions to odonatology were mainly centred on tax- 
onomy, his publications are usually enriched by ample ethological and eco- 
logical information as well as accurate descriptions of the habitats in which the 
species were found, a testimony to his profound knowledge of natural history. 
Out of the 132 titles of Santos’ bibliography, 127 are on Odonata, including the 
descriptions of 4 genera and 49 species and 1 subspecies, all from Brazil. Santos 
was the first Brazilian scientist to study dragonflies and all the odonatologists 
now working in Brazil were initiated by him, which include ourselves, Alcimar do 
Lago Carvalho, José Roberto Pujol-Luz and Hugo Mesquita. For this 
reason he will always be remembered as THE FATHER OF BRAZILIAN 
ODONATOLOGY. 

Whereas his scientific interests were concentrated on Odonata, he supervised 
theses and nurtured disciples in other areas such as Sueli Maria Pereira in 
Ephemeroptera and Rosalys Guahyba in Trichoptera. 

Although Santos’ studies on Odonata gave him world recognition, his work as 
a teacher is no less important. His activities in this area started in 1938 and 
continued for more than 40 years, during which time he taught Science, Educa- 
tional Biology, Methodology of Teaching of Biological Sciences, Special Metho- 
dology in Natural History and Zoology in several different institutions ranging 
from high school to university. 

The publication in 1955 of his book "Práticas de Ciências” a guide to the 
basic teaching of the Sciences, revolutionized the field and opened a new era in 
the methodology of Science teaching for schools in Brazil. Santos was also very 
much concerned with the divulgation of Science to laymen, an area in which 
he published 43 articles, mostly in newspapers. 

At the secondary school, Santos became famous among the students as the 
only teacher who used to give classes in the field, a system that he continued later 
as a university professor. He could then be seen in forests, ponds and streams 
around the city of Rio de Janeiro always surrounded by enthusiastic students 
(Fig. 3), fascinated with his practical and direct method of teaching. Many of 
these students became scientists, such as one of us (J.M. C.), who thanks to the 
motivation and guidance received from Santos, is now a Full Professor at the 
Museu Nacional with the responsability of continuing the tradition of his odona- 
tological work. 

Santos’ special ability to motivate students for Science and research can be 
exemplifíed in the following case that occurred on one of his trips to Belo 
Horizonte to give a course of Science teaching. On this occasion he was ap- 
proached by a 16-year old student who was starting an insect collection and asked 
him to identify six dragonflies in a small cigar box. The student was very scared to 
talk to the famous professor and his fear became panic when Santos replied with 
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his roaring voice: 

— No, I am not going to identify any damn dragonfly for you. 

But Santos continued then changing the tone of his voice: 

— You are going to do it yourself and I will just help. 

Santos then gave the student an unpublished manuscript of his thesis on the 
dragonflies of Lagoa Santa, by coincidence the region where the specimens had 
been collected. Calmer, the student received some quick instructions on how to 
use the keys in the thesis and went home with the task of identifying the speci¬ 
mens. The next day Santos discussed with the student some of the mistakes he 
had made, and one month later the student was visiting him at his laboratory in 
the Museu Nacional. One year later, the student published, under the guidance 
of Santos, his first paper in Odonatology, a description of the allotype female 
of Micrathyria almeidai. Had Santos identified those very common species, the 
student would simply have gained six more names for his collection. Since he 
resisted the temptation of doing so, the student became an odonatologist and at 
this moment, full of affection, he is writing the obituary of his master.

Newton Santos was always fascinated by collecting trips. He has collected 
dragonflies all over Brazil, always keeping a written record of each trip. In 1986, 
during his 600th collecting trip on a muddy road in the Amazon, he had a heart 
attack from which he never completely recovered. He died ofcardiac problems at 
his home in Rio de Janeiro in the morning of March 3, 1989. 

His keen jokes and roaring laughter will never be heard again in the old rooms 
of the National Museum. For all of us, his friends and disciples, it is hard to 
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accept that he died: we prefer to believe that he simply flew away on the wings of a 
dragonfly.
